A ray of sunlight is thrown through 
a lens onto a glass vessel containing 
lampblack, colored silk or worsted, or 
any like substance.

volve swiftly In this beam of light, 
so as to “cut It up.” thus causing 
alternate flashes of light and shadow. 
When one places his car to the glass 
vessel he hears s’trange sounds so long 
as the flashing beam falls upon the 
vessel.

A still more extraordinary effect is 
produced when the beam of sunlight

The turn of the year brings to the foreground of 
consideration in the mind of every clothing man the 
flo w in g questions: What is going to happen to the 
pñCe of clothing? What is the demand for clothing 
likely to be during the coming year? • 
Our business forces upon us the gathering of data 
for the determination of these tendencies, which we be­ 
lieve may be of interest and value to our trade and pub­ 
lic and as it is our purpose to acquaint you with salient 
developments in the industry, we submit to you-the fol­ 
lowing. 
As far as the price of clothing is concerned, the fol­ 
lowing happenings will have a bearing thereon: 


■W First, a large wage increase took place in the clothing industry on Dec. 
1st ail over tne country, amounting to about 25 per cent, and we under- 
•;tan<! another will take effect March 1st, amounting to 20 per cent. A 
large increase amounting to a minimum of 12 per cent and in some 
considerably more, took place in the wages of weavers in all the wool and 
worsted mills. A large increase of wages has taken place in all the cotton 
textile plants throughout New England, where linings and trim m in g*!^ 
manufactured. 
It would therefore appear that, as far as labor, which is 
directly bearing on the production of woolens, linings and clothing is con­ 
cerned, is still on an upward trend; and immigration being eliminated for 
some time to come, there is no prospect of a reversal of this situation. 
As to the other factor which determines the price of the raw material 
going into clothing—namely, plsntitude of production—it is a well known 
fact that the mills of England, both as to woolen, silk and cotton textiles, 
are completely sold up for the year 1920, and the Dáily News Record of 
January 10th brings an authoritative report from Manchester that all 
bookings from now on are for the year 1921. This position has been fur­ 
ther emphasized by the fact that one of the largest English manufacturers 
of woofen. who has been in the habit of selling a very considerable por­ 
tion of his production in the United States, is so committed to European 
and South American markets that he cannot accept an order for a single 
piece for this country, he being able to sell to other countries at a much 
higher price than American importers are prepared to pay. 
The position of our Amreican textile mills a$ far as production is 
concerned is evidenced by an expert from a letter'written 
to the Stylp- * 
plus people, from whom we buy a great deal of our clothing, 
by one of the -/•. 
largest mills in this country on December 27th, which reads as follows: ’ 


“Mill conditions have not improved and we now find it 
necessary to confirm the letter sent with your order, as we 
shall be unable to deliver within 30 per cent of the goods \\ 
for which we have taken orders, and we must also extend ' . '" ■?: 
the deliveries to July.” 


It mu8t therefore be clear that production in the country has by no. 
means reached the level where it satisfies the demand. 
Based upon these underlying factors, there have been opened during 
the first week in January a number of fail fabrics, all of which show 
exceedingly heavy increase over the basis of a year ago and considerable 
5 
increase over the basis of lightweight fabrics for the spring season. Side 
by side with this has gone a very material rise in the price of silks, satin and 
. 
¿1 kinds of linings and trimmings. 
In consequence of all of this, as far 
as the price of clothing is concerned, the fall 1920 clothing must of nec- 
essity show a very heavy advance over heavyweight prices of the year 
1919 and a>ery considerable advance over the priees of the spring 1920 
season. 
In answer to the question of whether the demand for clothing is to 
keep up, we ought to consider the following fundamentals. 
First. Our foodstuffs are still needed in Europe, which Insures a high 
level for farm products and prosperity for the agricultural districts. 
'‘Second. Our cotton is not only needed in Europe, but Japan is con- 
# stantly increasing its demand for this American staple, since the billion 
people of Asia have through the war gained an unprecedent financial power, 
which manifests itself in their vastly increased purchases of goods of all 
kinds, mainly, however, for apparel made out of cotton. 
Third. For five years there has been no building done throughout the 
world. In America alone it is estimated that wa are short a million housoa. 
This will insure steady employment and high prices fo* all the building 
trades, the lumber and cement industry, p well as all correlated con- * 
structions interested.

next four or five years will have to be consumed in rebuilding, repairing 
and replacing railroad equipment. 
In consequence, the unfilled orders of 
the United States Steel Company, the leading steel concern, shows a 
steady increase of about a half million tons per month for the several 
months past, so that by now the United States Steel' Company is ap- 
, proaching a record-breaking amount of unfilled orderg, giving evidence of 
the fact that thi* basic industry, which can well be regarded 
as 
the 
thermometer of our entire industrial life, is assured of continuous and 
profitable business for 1920. 
It if .not our desire to prophesy. We are perfectly well aware of the 
daS0tni inherent in the financial situation of Europe and its possible 
reaction upon ourselves, but we feel that the basic facts as recited above, 
brought to bear upon the individual problem of every clothing consumer 
not only ought to help him to clarify his mind as to why clothing will be 
higher in 1920, by work being good all over the nation. 
Summing up, clothing is an essential necessity. 
The life of a suit 
and overcoat is necessarily limited. 
From best statistics there is not an 
excessive amount of clothing in use and in the retailers* stocks.' There is 
none in the manufacturers’ hands. 
Taking this condition and our wide 
prosperity into consideration, there is bound to be e steady demand for 
some time to come. 
In conclusion, the present changing price level of everything is mak­ 
ing consumers more discriminating and is directing their minds to well 
known brands, whether clothng, shoes, hats, soap, mimic records, eta.
